In addition, the' present building 
will be remodeled to enlarge athlet- 
ic facilities, band room, and other 
laboratory areas needed to handle 
the larger enrollment.

itself in all aspects of conservation.

Started on Plant 
For Quaker Firm 

Quaker Stretcher Co., Kenosha 
firm now constructing a 152,000 sq. 
ft. plant in Antioch, has appointed 
Richard Kruglov, formerly of New 
York, as chief auditor, according to 
David Kritzik, Quaker president. 

Constructipn is proceeding at a 
quickened pace on the 20-acre Quak- 
er site east of the Soo* tracks ad- 
jacent to the High school athletic 
field. Crews of Arnold N. May Build- 
ers, Inc., general contractor for the 
project, are currently erecting the 
framework of a 25,000 sq. ft. ware- 
house on the western limits of the 
site and a railroad spur has been 
constructed.

This week marks the birthday of 
Abraham Lincoln, and sometimes 
it's forgotten that he tpent four 
terms in the Illinois Houte of Rep- 
resentatives. ' ' ■; v~j 

If Lincoln were to again enter 
the Illinois legislature' there are two 
measures which probably would in- 
terest him greatly: the Equal Job 
Opportunities proposal and the 
Freedom of Residence proposal. ■• 

Both are involved In the strug- 
gle In. which he was engaged, that 
our country should not be "half 
slave and half free." 

Slavery is no longer with us, but 
it . cannot be denied that many of 
our fellow citizens are deprived of 
some of the opportunities others of 
us have, because of the color of their 
skin, and in some cases because of 
their religious beliefs. 

Try to imagine, for a few minutes, 
that you are a Negro. 

If you apply for a job, the chances 
of your getting one for which you 
are qualified are much less than if 
you had white shin. If you want to. 
buy a home or rent a home, you are 
restricted by custom and practice 
to certain sections of a city or coun- 
ty; because of this you must plan 
on paying an average of 19 percent 
more for rent or purchase than if 
your skin were white — and general- 
ly you can less afford that extra 15 
percent. 

What can be done about these 
problems? 

The law cannot provide all of the 
answers. The legislature, the ex- 
ecutive, and the courts are less ef- 
fective than an informed public, 
aware of injustices and genuinely 
interested in doing right. But the 
three branches of government can 
help. 

The Equal Job Opportunities bill 
would make it the law of our state 
that discrimination in ' employment 
is illegal because of race, religion, or 
national background. Illinois is the 
only major northern industrial state 



which does not have such a law.; 
At the present time, if you have a 
predudlce against pocket handker- 
chiefs and take away my pocket 
pocket handkerchief , I can have you 
thrown mto prison. But if yotkton't 
like the color of my skin or mj*Mf 
liglon and take away my opportun- 
ity to earn a living, Illinois law now 
says nothing, 

A survey in Illinois a few years 
ago showed that more than one- 
fourth of the businesses In the state 
would not hire Jews. The figure for 
not employing Negroes was j much 
higher, -, 'M; ' m. ':;■'-■, ",t- } --'' 

It Is worth noting that many of 
the people who complain loudest 
about so many Negroes being on our 
relief rolls are the same people who 
oppose measures which would give 
them an opportunity to work. 

The Freedom of Residence bill 
would have Illinois join states like 
Colorado which have a public policy 
that discrimination in the sale or 
rental of property is illegal. 

If someone would accuse you and 
me of murder, we would deny it 
vigorously. But I'm afraid we are 
guilty in a sense, in that too often 
we have forced the Negroes, about 
one-tenth of our population, to live 
in sub-standard housing areas — and 
Negroes account for 90 percent of 
the deaths by fire. 

Whether you want to face it or 
not, the all-white, or all-Protestant, 
or all-Catholic, or all-gentile com- 
munities gradually will have to be 
come a thing of the- past. We are 
going to have to make mottos like 
"All men are created equal" and 
"Love Thy Neighbor" greater reali- 
ties. This is particularly Important 
in view of our current world strug- 
gle against Communism. 

If Lincoln were to join the Illinois 
legislature again these days, I don't 
think there is much question how 
he would vote on these two bills.

The county board of supervisors last week received the land use map 
that has been in preparation for some time, but delayed action on it for a 
month so all the board members will have a chance to study it before 
voting on its acceptance. 

The City of Waukegan faced a similar decision a few months back 
when the Comprehensive City Plan was presented by the planning com- 
mission. 

There was considerable argument over the phrasing of the motion 
with some members wanting to "adopt" the plan and other aldermen In- 
sisting that it be "accepted. 

The difference seemed to be that if the plan was "adopted" it would 
be binding on the city and future growth, whereas if it were only "ac- 
cepted" it would serve as a guide, but not a straitjacket. 

The county board should make its decision on the basis that the 
landmap would be a guide for the entire county, but it should be kept 
flexible enough to meet changing conditions. 

It was a nice honeymoon while it lasted, but the future looks rough 
for the Lake County Safety Commission and all because the commission 
failed to go along with the "suggestion" that Deputy Sheriff Harold 
Scheskie would make a good director.

Q: — Are social security benefits 
taxable? 
A:— No. 

Q:— Is the tax on cigarettes de- 
ductible? f . 
A: — No, not, in Illinois. ' 
Q:__ What amount of income must 
a person 65 or over have before he 
is required to file a return? 

A: — A person 65 or over would 
not be required to file .unless his 
gross income was at least $1200 for 
the year. 

Q:~ Can a full-time student earn 
over $600 and still be claimed by 
his parents as an exemption? 

A: — Yes, provided the parents 
contributed chief support of the 
child. 

Q: — My husband and I received 
dividends of $125 and the stock is 
held jointly. What is the dividend 
exclusion? 

A: — The dividend exclusion is 
$100. 

Q: — Is the cost of my child's 
schooling deductible? 

A: — No, this is a personal ex- 
pense and is not deductible. 

Q: — Are life insurance proceeds 
taxable? 

A: — Proceeds paid because of the 
death of the insured are not taxable. 
Q: — If my wife earned $300 on a 
part-time job and files a separate 
return, can I claim her on my re- 
turn? 

A:— No. If a wife files a separate 
return, her husband cannot claim 
her exemption on his return. To get 
the full benefit of the wife's $600 
exemption when her income is less 
than $600, a joint return must be 
filed. 

Q: — Are state unemployment 
benefits taxable? 
A:— No. 

Q: — Arc gasoline taxes deduct- 
ible? 

A: — Only the state tax is deduct- 
ible; not the federal tax. In Illinois 
the state tax is 5c a gallon. 

Q: — Is it true that displaced per- 
sons do not have to pay any taxes 
until they become citizens? 

A: — Definitely not. Displaced 
persons who are residents of the 
United States are subject to the 
same tax laws as United States citi- 
zens. 

Q: — Are dividends of life insur- 
ance policies taxable? 

A: — No, unless the dividends ex- 
ceed the cost of the policy; that is, 
the premiums previously paid. 

Q: — My father lives with me but 
is not a' dependent of mine. Am I 
allowed to claim head of household 
status? 

A: — No, to qualify for head of 
household status, your father would 
have to be your dependent. 

Q: — Are city and state auto lic- 
ense fees deductible? 

A:— Yes, they are deductible as 
taxes if you itemize your deductions. 

Q: — Last year my son, aged 22, 
earned oyer $600 and was not a stu- 
dent. I paid all of his medical ex- 
penses and contributed chief sup- 



port. May I claim medical expense? 

A: — Yes, Even though your son 
does not qualify as your dependent 
because he earned over $600 in com- 
puting your medical expense de- 
duction, you may include amounts 
paid on behalf of your son. 

Q: — Last year I had a large 
medical bill. I couldn't pay all of it 
in 1060 so I'm paying some this year. 
How do I deduct for my expenses? 

A: — You may deduct only for the 
medical bills you actually paid in 
1960. The amount you pay in 1961' 
will be deductible on your 1961 re- 
turn. 

Q: — Are contributions to politi- 
cal parties deductible? 

A:— No. 

Q: — Are benefits paid to veterans 
attending school under the G. I. bill 
taxable? 

A: — No. Education and training 
allowances paid to veterans enroll- 
ed in school under the G.I. bill are 
not taxable. 

Q: — Are the closing costs on my 
home which I purchased in 1960 de- 
ductible? 

A:— No. 

Q:— Is there any tax benefit for 
a blind person? 

A: — Yes, a blind person is en- 
titled to two exemptions on his re- 
turn.

Course Opens

County's milk cows on regular] 
monthly herd testing Lake County 
leads the state in 4he percentage of 
cows on test according to Farm Ad- 
viser Ray T, Nicholas, Of the 6824 
milk cows in Lake County herds, 
2268 are on Regular Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association or ' owner- 
sampler testing. 

Illinois has 8.0 percent of Its milk 
cows on DHI A testing, while the 
United States as a whole has only! 
7,6 percent on teat. 

Official testing in Lake County 
la done by testers Edward Kuhtman 
and C.:W.^Vray. These testers visit 
each member of the association dur- 
ing the morning and evening milk- 
ing period once a month at which 
time they weigh the milk from each 
cow. take milk samples 'and run 
butterfat tests, and collect data re- 
garding the amounts of grain and' 
roughage fed. Data is sent to the 
dairy science department of the Uni- 
versity" of Illinois' where calcula- 
tions on each cow's performance Is 
determined by IBM machclnes, and 
a summary sent to the dairyman. 

While, the number of milk, cows 
In Lake County has shown a down- 
ward trend in recent years, the pro- 
duction per cow has been going up. 
In 1960 the average cow on DHIA 
testing produced 10,640 pounds of 
milk and 408 pounds of butterfat. 

The average cow in Lake County 
DHIA herds returns $84 above feed 
and other costs. 

Lake County had three of the ten 
highest producing Jersey Cows in 
Illinois with production records of 
11,080 pounds of milk and 698 pounds 
of fat; and 12,910 pounds of milk 
and 688 pounds of fat. These Jerseys 



are owned by Ann Arbor farm of

This herd led ail Jersey herds In 
Illinois with an average production 
of 9,943 pounds of milk and 089, 
pounds of butterfat. Lake County 
had 8 herds in which five or more 
cows exceeded the 600 pound butter- 
fat production.

GIVE 

RID CROSS 
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" New green cabbage is a worthy 
choice for Winter menus. At a mod- 
est price, this vegetable can add 
variety and color to meals as well 
as supply vitamin C and roughage. 

Geraldine Acker, University of 
Illinois foods and nutrition specialist 
points out that the vitamin C con- 
tent varies with the variety of cab- 
bage, the season of the year in which 
it is grown and the part of the head 
that is .used, as well as with stor- 
age and preparation methods. 

Cabbage retains its vitamin C 
during storage better than moat 
other leaf y vegetables. The greener 
leaves ;.contalh the most vitamin C. 
Therefore; smaller heads tend to 
contain more vitamin than larger 
heads because they have a higher 
proportion of green leaves. . 

Storing cabbage well wrapped in 
the refrigerator helps to keep It 
crisp and maintain the vitamin con- 
tent. Waxed paper, plastic film 
wrap, or a heavy brown paper bag 
or plastic bag may be used for wrap- 
ping. 

Since raw cabbage is usually 
shredded for salads, the best way 
to save the vitamin C is to use a 
sharp knife of the French type, as 
it will cut without bruising the 
pieces. 

It Is also best to cut cabbage and 
blend it with other safad ingred- 
ients just before serving time. How- 
ever, storage In the refrigerator 
during the waiting time helps to re- 
tain the vitamin content The dress- 
ing, too, helps to hold the vitamins. 

Cabbage cooked quickly and serv- 
ed promptly provides about • the 
same amount of vitamin C aa In the 
raw form. Little water and short 
cooking time are Important because 
vitamin C is soluble in water and is 
destroyed by heat.

Harold R, All, district director of 
Internal Revenue for the Chicago 
area, announced today thai his of- 
fice is prepared to handle .refunds 
promptly. All further stated that in 
1961 more than $183,000,000 will be 
refunded to about 1,600,000 taxpay- 
ers in the Chicago District of Inter- 
nal Revenue. He said that normally 
refund returns filed nnbw^wiU be 
processed and paid In about 5 weeks. 

However, refunds to approximate-; 
ly 90,000 taxpayers will require an 
audit before payment and,' therefore, 
cannot be issued within five weeks.' 
Taxpayers involved will be notified 
by mail that their return will be
